Ally, Geo. L. Williams, one of the 


oldest members ol! the Wood County 
bar, passed away at his 
homo on 


Third street Friday night, death hav- 
ing come suddenly it 
not 
being 


known until the following morning, 
whon an 
attempt 
was 
imulo 
to 


awaken him, 
Mr. Williams had re- 


tired in his usual health, and while 
ho had been suffering from rhoumu- 
tlsm for u number 
of years 
past 


which caused him considerably pain 
and inconvenience right along, ho 
had nol spoken of anything unusual 
thai evening, The family wore givon 
no Inlimntlon of his 
passing away 


and the shock of finding his lifeless 
body tha following morning was u 
sovaro one. 


Mr. Williams was born lu New 


Vork in t8<18, having been the son 
of iv New York farmer. 
He spent 


his early life in tho rural sections of 
the eastern stule, coming to Wiscon- 
sin whon he was soven years of ago, 
His parents settled al Whitewater, 
WIs,, where he resided until ho was 
a young man,

Being 
an ambitious young man Mr, Wil- 
liams determined lo gel a University 
education, and was enrolled in Law- 
rence college.

into' a, position where he held tha 
respect and esteem of his fellow at- 
torneys and his wldo ucciuulntanco. 


After leaving the university Mr, 


Williams entered the employ of the

During this time, however, ho did 
nol forget lha strides ho had taken 
toward a success as a lawyer, and his 
evenings were spent in tho ofllco of 
Judge Turner, where ho wus given 
access lo tho Judge's law 
library.

tive young man of the community, 
lie lima held many of the lauding pub- 
lic offices ol Wood County, served 
on the County Board, been County 
Superintendent of School, 
District 


Attorney tor Wood County, Mayor of 
Grand Rapids, and aided as a pub- 
lic spirited cttlzon und 
official 
In 


many capacities. 


IIo wns united in marriage to Miss 


Edith West of Appleton, who with 
two daughters, Mrs. Fern Arpln of 
Minneapolis and Mrs. M. H, Quinn ol! 
Superior, and one son, Ally . Glonn 
William, of Ladysmlth survive him. 


Mr. Williams spent Ihe

Minneapolis, is pushing the movement.

samples for fall grain exhibits. Ir 
regard to grasses, clovers and- al 
talta. he suggests: 


-Collect tall, healthy, leafy samp 


es having medium sized stems and 
:ure slowly by spreading out to dry 
n a rather dark room or shady dry 
place. 
Don't pile 
too 
thickly 
or 


oaves will turn yellow or red and 
mould. 
Stirring the hay will pre- 


vent this. 
Put up neatly in bundles 


or sheaves about 
three 
or 
more 


inches in diameter at the base. 
Tie 


these bundles with strong cord. 
Dt 


not use wide riabons or binder twine 
With timothy and blue grass, choose 
arge heads and long stems and strips 
off the leaves of each stalk 
before 


making sheaf. 
With Alfalfa clover, 


the dry leaves may drop off in hand- 
ling.

to cure out under cover. They ma> 
be spread out on the floor, on tables 
or on :i row of slats, which will al 
low the air to circulate easily.

iug in the dark improves the color 
greatly. 
Then strip off all leaves on 


each stem, put together In a three oi 
four inch bundle. 
Try to secure 


well filled out heads and as bright 
strana as possible." 


"For threshed grains 
the 
firs 


step is to get plump grain of gooc 
color. 
You know how the rain will 


discolor oats and barley. This can 
be avoided by hauling a small load 
of bundles and let them cure in j-out 
barn. 
They may be set up In long 


shocks on the barn floor which al 
lows a good circulation of air. Then 
thves-h this grain separately. 
Later 


run your grain through the fanning 
mill aud blow out all light 
seeds 


chaff, etc. 
To increase the weigh 


of your sample, put some in a sach 
and tramp it. 
You will observe taa' 


this treatment rubs off the beards 
aud tips of outs and barley, and chaff 
which may adhere to 
the 
kernel 


Blow this light stuff out of the grain 
you have tramped and you can readi 
ly see how the wieght will be greatly 
Increased.

If, for example, the tips of oats anc

l.hese deaths, nearly one-third were 
due to three causes—heart diseases, 
pneumonia 
and 
tuberculosis—and 


nearly another third resulted

He brought with him 142 portraits, including a 
complete set of likenesses of the American gen- 
erals oversells—save four, which h»> will be com- 
pelled to pulnt here.' There are 72 portraits of 
generals. 50 of privates, "noncoms" and lieuten- 
ants who performed especially noteworthy serv- 
ice; 20 nre pictures of officers of various grades. 
Mr Chase was selected by the War college to 
paint these portraits, which are-to he incorporated 
Into the official history of America's participation 
In the great war. 


Doubtless the generals and other officers of high 


rank are all imposing in looks, but their portraits 
leive l.oc-n published before. It is quite likely pop- 
ular Interest in these official portraits will run 
largely toward those of the fighting men. Some- 
body 'siild: "No army is bigger than its 'buck 
privates."'

The four portraits here reproduced out of 18 at 


hand are the selection of the etcher and not of the 
writer- so It ia clear that reproduction quality and 
not the record of the soldier determined the 
choice.

marvelous qualities of the

Corp Mlsezyslaw Brockl. Company B. Sixteenth 


Infantry, First Division.—South of Soissons on 
July 21,'Corporal Brockl cnrpe to the conclusion 
that the Germans had too many machine gnus. He 


' nicked out the two that were causing the heaviest 


losses to his company, went out single handed 
and captured those two particular guns,

Greatest Feat of War. 


It is also known that Chase has painted a por- 


trait of Sergt. Alvln C. York of Pall Mall, Pentress 
countv, Tenn., Company G., Three Hundred and 
Twentv-eighth infantry. Eighty-second division. It 
is to be hoped that the painter did a first-class job 
for York's exploit was probably the greatest Indi- 
vidual feat of the war. York, then corporal on 
October S 1918, killed 20 Germans, captured 132 
prisoners,'including a major and three lieutenants, 
put 35 machine guns out of business, and thereby 
broke up an entire battalion which was about to 
counterattack against the Americans on Hill 2 3 
in the Argonne sector, near Chatel-Chehery.

outfought the machine gun battalion with his rifle 
and automatic pistol.

Americans with York, but it was York's fight and 
but for him not a man of them would have come 
out alive except as prisoner.

Varenne and Sermaize Cited as Exam- 


ple* of the Way in Which the Ger- 
mans Willfully Destroyed Thousands 
of Towns. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington.—Scores of inquiries are 


being made In Washington by profes- 
sional and business men as to future 
opportunities for American enterprise 
In France, and in the upbuilding of the 
devastated territories. It seems prob- 
able that if France cannot supply from 
her own population engineers enough 
and enough men of the professions and 
trades generally to do the work of re- 
construction, the United States may 
bear a considerable part of the work. 


Many of the inquiries have come 


from discharged soldiers, officers and 
men, for the American Expeditionary 
forces contained both in the commis- 
sioned and non-commissioned 
ranks 


many men of a training which fits them 
for the work which is ahead. 
' Thousands of reams of manuscript 
have been written about the devasta- 
tion In France, but no one who has not 
seen it caa, by any chance, have a real- 
izing sense of what this devastation is. 
IT is appalling, and a large part of it 
Is devilish because It was caused by 
devilish intention without the slight- 
est excuse of the necessities of war- 
fare. When one has seen the terrible 
ravages in the fair land of France he 
readily can understand why the French 
people today are so Insistent that full 
reparation shall be made by Germany. 
Varenne an Example of Devilishness. 


There are some interesting if com- 


paratively 
small 
towns 
in • France 


which the Germans destroyed without 
excuse. These towns have high places 
In history. They contained priceless 
monuments of the past which today 
are level with the dust. Monuments 
can be rebuilt but they are not the 
same monuments, nor have they in 
them the Interest which centers on 
things sacredly ancient. 


Take the town of Varenne, for in- 


stance. It is close to the Argonne 
Forest. Varenne five years ago was a 
thriving place with several beautiful 
public buildings, a compelllngly beau- 
tiful church, while all about the place 
was the nimbus of history. Today the 
only thing left in Varenne is the shell 
of an apothecary shop. The sign still 
is over the door. It is the only sign 
'.eft In Varenne except the sign of Ger- 
man desolation. 


Varenne is known to every reader of 


history as the place where Louis XVI 
and Marie Antoinette were arrested 
while on their flight from Paris to get 
out of the hands of the Revolutionists. 


I passed through Varenne last fall in 


the wake of the advancing army. Even 
amidst desolation one occasionally can 
find something to arouse a sense of 
humor. I saw a number of men dls- 
app*arlng down a ladder which led to 
a deep hole in the ground underneath 
the demolished 
apothecary shop. 
I 


woiidered what they were doing down 
there. In a few minutes I found out. It 
seems that In the subterranean regions 
jf this drug store the men had discov- 
ered something which occasionally is 
founo" m drug stores in dry territory 
in the United States. Apparently the 
Germans had overlooked it. and if tny 
eyes did not deceive me the boys had 
mad» some find. 


What the Huns Old to Sermaize. 
There is the town of Sermaize in 


France. The Germans did everything 
that they could to Sermaize «nd every- 
thing that they could means that they 
entirely demolished it. It was a place 
of 5,000 Inhabitants, beautifully laid 
out and with one of the most wonder- 
fnl churches In all France. 


When war had done its worst to 


Sermaize there was nothing left of It 
except the church tower, which was 
punctured with shell holes. It may be 
that there were older churches In 
France, probably there are, but when 
one reads as I did the date 1093 on 
the facade of a sanctuary he realizes 
that he is in the presence of an ancient 
and honorable. 


Mention has been made of only two 


.towns which today are in a state of 
desolation like unto that of the Cities 
of the Plain. There was no excuse for 
the destruction of these fair old towns 
of France. Only two have been named. 
Multiply the two by 1,000 and the 
multiplicand will give you close to the 
number of villages the destruction of 
which France mourns today, and which 
Americans may help to rebuild. 


Army Plans Depend on League. 
In the hot weather a house commit- 


tee has been holding hearings on a bill 
for the support of the army as It ex- 
ists, and indirectly getting informa- 
tion which may be of service when the 
time comes to reorganize the regular 
army. 
How can men decide on regular 


army reorganization when they do not 
know definitely what the fate of the 
covenant of the League of Nations is 
to be? 
It seems likely that If the league 


takes the field one day fully capari- 
soned, the larger part of the proposed 
American army may never get into the 
ranks. 
An accepted League of Na- 


tions might have no effect on the

This 
plan, although It received np attention 
at the last session, forms iu part the 
basis of present discussion and out of 
it eventually will.be brought the new 
organization scheme, whatever it may 
be, a'scheme which il adopted may go 
by the board as soon as the League of 
Nations becomes a reality. 


FiBht Over General Staff Plan. 


It would be untruthful to say that 


the majority of representatives and 
senators believes that even 
with a 


peace-among-all-nations 
pact 
tho 


strength of the regular army of the 
United States should be diminished 
close to the vanishing point. The He- 
publieans, it is said, intend to give tho 
country a standing army of diminished 
numbers. 
Whether or not they will 


sanction universal military training of 
course yet remains to be determined. 


It is useless to try to hide the fact 


that there is a pretty row going on 
among the ranking officials of the reg- 
ular army today. 
The general staff, 


many army officers say, is a rather 
close corporation. The charge is that 
the staff's intention is. if It can secure 
congressional sanction for its general 
plan, to make the general staff the all- 
in-£ill of army administration. 
The 


chiefs of army departments and bu- 
reaus as they exist today are antag- 
onistic, bitterly so, to many of the 
plans which the general staff Is trying 
to put into effect with legislative sanc- 
tion. 
Congress must determine the 


right In the matter. 


Army officers who are opposed to the 


staff plan say that if it is put Into 
effect it will mean the complete sub- 
ordination of the views of men who 
know their business to the views of 
men wh'o only think they know their 
business. 
It would be a tedious and 


thankless job to go into the details of 
the things which the general 
staff 


seems to want to accomplish. Putting 
it broadly, the staff critics say that It 
wants to run the army; that It wants 
to be chief of artillery, chief of In- 
fantry, chief of engineers, chief of 
ordnance and chief of everything else, 
unless it be the medical corps. 


Officers May Criticfce FreeHy. 


Within the next few weeks, if the 


purveyors of the news consider the 
matter 
of importance enough, 
the 


country will learn that army officers 
of high rank are not afraid to speak 
their opinions when the shield of con- 
gress is thrown about them. An army 
officer giving his views before a com- 
mittee of congress is protected in hla 
right to criticize the doings of his su- 
periors, although, of course, he Is ex- 
pected to keep away from personalities 
that are personalities only. 


Discipline and a feeling of loyalty 


to the service have kept scores of 
ranking officers of the army quiet dur- 
ing the past few mouths. An Immense 
amount of bitterness of feeling has 
been engendered by Cie reorganiza- 
tion plans of the general staff. 
The 


staff will defend itself and officers ol 
other bureaus win attack. 


Women's Legion of Great War. 
Washington is taking the Initiative 


in organizing the wives, mothers and 
daughters of men who fought In the 
great war. An association has been 
completed In the iDstrlct of Columbia. 
It is to be known as the American 
Women's Legion of the Great War. 


This Is a local organization, but the 


belief here is that eventually the scope 
of the work will bo nation wide. 
In 


fact, some of the friends of the move- 
ment believe the women of the coun- 
try who have close relatives in the 
war should undertake to form an or- 
ganization somewhat like that of the 
American Legion recently formed In 
St. Louis, and which has for Its ob- 
ject the banding together In fellow- 
ship of the soldiers who fought against 
Germany. 
It is true that the American Legion 


will admit to membership women who 
did war work of a certain kind. 
It 


does not contemplate, however, the ad- 
mission to membership of women sim- 
ply because they were either the 
wives, - mothers, daughters or sisters 
of active combatants. 


The Washington organization offers 


membership to the female "next of 
kin" to veterans of the war. The 
wives, mothers and daughters of en- 
listed men are just as welcome as are 
the women relatives of officers. 
The 


Intention Is to make the thing thor- 
oughly 
democratic. 
Representative 


women 
have 
the 
organization 
in 


charge, and for a time will conduct Its 
activities. 
It Is likely that before 


long officers of the organisation will 
be chosen from the ranks of the wom- 
en whose next of kin were enlisted 
men. 


Mrs. Eustis Is President.

Measure Aimed «t Sabotage «nd Other 


Unlawful Terrorism—Drastic Pun- 


ishment for Guilty—Nye Sol- 


diers' Bill Concurred In. 


Madison.—Members of the L W. W. 


will be driven from Wisconsin by 
force of law.

When Senator Nye brought up

bill Arnold, the Socialist leader, ob-, 
jected to the introduction and asked 
Nye what the bill meant.

Arnold persisted iu his objection and

Corp. Mlsc/.yslaw Brockl, Company B Sixteenth

losses to his company, went out single handed 
and captured those two particular guns, with 
eveiy Bocbe pertaining thereto. Ills citation says 
this was only one Incident of Corporal Brockl's 
activities. This man Is of Polish birth or blood, 
according to Chnst—evidently one of thoso "tem- 
peramental" fellows. 


Corporal 
Waller E. 
Giuiltney, Eleventh In- 


fantry, Fifth Division.—Corporal Gaullncy was 
picked out by bis commander as an example of 
his finest typo of, soldier. Ciaiillney was wounded; 
that couldn't hlop him, Alert, Ingenious, speedy, 
heedless ol personal danger, ho went nt the Hun 
like Samson with tho well-known jaw bone—only 
this young Samson's jaw bone was thnt nice long 
trench knife you see strapped along Ills pack. 
Just what this young follow did Is not told; cvl- 
cloutlj bo Is a nalurnl-born fighter and the regular 
army training has made him pretty nearly 100 per 
cent efllclent as an all-aronncl fighting man. 


Private II. J. Devereaux, Company M, One nun- 


died and Twcnty-l.fth Infantiy, Thirty-second dl- 
viMon—When his company cuxssod tho River 
Ourcq and captured the Bols Telgor the corporal 
of his Mjund fighting beside Private Devoreiuix 
was wounded by machine gun fire.

Greatest Feat of War. 


It Is also known that Gha&e has painted a por-

CHINESE HORN LANTERNS 


The shops of the imilern venders In 


she Chinese pities are usually very 
-jay and attractive, observes an ex- 
change. All varieties of lanterns are to 
lie seen—the lai Ke silken ones three 
and four feet high, gorgeously painted 
with variegated colors, embroidered 
In gold and silver or decorated with 
<lcep fringe of tho same material, and 
common small horn and paper lanterns 


used by the coolies. The mode of mak- 
ing horn lanteins Is very Ingenious; tho 
hoins are cut Into romarkttbly thin 
slices, which, by means of heat and 
pressure, me joined together and form- 
ed Into various shapes—round, square, 
hexagon, octagon and somo shaped to 
teiemble an hour glass. 


At the Feast of Lanterns, which 


takes place In the early part of the 


Chinese New Year, these lantern-shop 
proprietors reap a rich harvest, as It 
Is customary for parents to make pres- 
ents of. lanterns 
to their 
children, 


brother to sister, friend to friend, In- 
ferior to superior, and vice versa. 


Batik Dyeing Process. 


Reclamation of wearing apparel dur- 


ing the war has awakened Interest In 
the Batik process of dyeing, which, ac- 
cording to tho Journal of Industrial 
& Engineering Chemistry, oilglnated In 


Java, 
The fabric Is covered with a 


thin coating of 
wnx before 
It Is 


plunged Into a bath of dye. The Ger- 
mans maintain that tliev have greatly 
amplified and perfected the process, 
According to their account of exhib- 
its at the Leipzig spring fair of last 
year, by moans of their Improved 
method certain tissues that foimcrly 
would not take colors can now be 
rived. 
Old stuffs, blouses, stockings, 


hntfv, and so forth, can be rcclycd, In 
a lighter as well as a darker color, or 
can bo changed completely.

so as not to Impose the slightest bur- 
den on Prance. 
Tho tentative zone 


for planting the bolt of trees Is from 
Adreimes toward tho Belgian fron- 
tier, behind Arras, where there for- 


merly wns fine forest; but actlot will 
be taken In accordance with the de- 
sires of tho French,

Varenne and Sermaize Cited as Exam- 


ples of the Way In Which the Ger- 
mans Willfully Destroyed Thousands 
of Towns. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington,—Scores of Inquiries are 


being matle lu Washington by profes- 
sional and business men as to future 
oppoVtunltles for American enterprise 
lu France, and In the upbuilding of the 
devastated territories. It seems piolj- 
able that If France cannot supply from 
her own population engineers enough 
and enough men of the professions and 
trades generally to do the work of re- 
construction, the United States may 
bear a considerable pait of the work. 


Many of the inquiries have come 


from discharged soldiers, olllcers and 
men, 
for the American Expeditionary 


forces contained both In the commis- 
sioned and non-commissioned 
ranks 


many men of a tialnlng which fits them 
for tho work vthlcli Ib ahead. 


Thousands o£ reams of manuscript 


have boon written about the devasta- 
tion In Franco, but no one who bus not 
seen It can, by any chance, have a real- 
linng sense of, what this devastation la. 
It is appalling, and a large part of it 
Is devilish because It was caused by 
devilish Intention without the slight- 
est excuso of the necessities of war- 
fare. When one has seen the terrible 
ravages In the fair land of France he 
readily can understand why tho French 
people today are so Insistent that full 
reparation shall be made by Germany. 
Varenne an Example of Devlllshness. 


There are some Interesting 1C com- 


paratively 
small 
towns 
in • France 


which tho Germans destroyed without 
excuse, Those towns have high places 
,n history. 
They contained priceless 


monuments of the past which Inibiy 
ire level wllh the dust. Monuments 
can be rebuilt but they aro not the 
umo monument's, nor have they In 
them the Interest which centers on 
things sacredly ancient, 


Take the town of Varenne, for In- 


stance, It Is close to the Argonne 
Foiost. Varenne flve years ago wuis a 
thriving place with several beautiful 
public buildings, a compelllngly beau- 
tliul church, while all about the place 
\\i\s the nimbus of history. Today tho 
only thing left In Varenne 19 the shell 
of an apothecary shop. The sign still 
Is over the door. It is the only sign 
left In Varenne except the sign of Ger- 
man desolation. 


Varenne Is known to every reader of 


history as the place whore Louis XVI 
and Marie Antoinette were arrested 
while on their (light from Paris to get 
out of the hands of the Revolutionists. 


I passed through Varenne last fall In 


tho wake of the advancing army, Even 
amidst desolation one occasionally can 
Iind something to arouse a sense of 
humor. I saw a number of men dls- 
appearing down a ladder which led to 
a deep hole In the ground underneath 
tho demolished apothecary nhop, 
I 


woftrterort what they were doing down 
there. In a few minutes I found out. It 
seems that In the subterranean regions 
if this drug store the men had discov- 
ered something which occasionally Is 
IJounif in drug stores in dry territory 
In the United States 
Appinonlly the 


Germans had overlooked It, and If Yny 
cjes did nol deceive me the boys had 
m ad » somo find. 


What ttie Hune Did to Serroalze, 
There lh the town of Scrmnlzo In 


France. Tho Germans did everything 
that they could lu Sermal/,e and every- 
thing that they could means that they 
entirely demolished It. It was a place 
of. 5,000 Inhabitants, beautifully laid 
out and wllh one of the most wonder- 
ful churches In all France. 


When war bad done Its worst to 


Scrnmlisc there was nothing left of It 
except the church tower, which was 
punctured with shell holes. It may be 
that there were older churches In 
Fiance, probably there are, but when 
one reads as I did the date 100,') on 
tho facade of a sanctuary ho realizes 
that he is in the presence of an ancient 
and honorable. 


Mention has been made of only two 


j^ovvns which today are In a state of 
desolation like unto that of the Cities 
of the Plain. Tliere was no excuse for 
the destruction of these fair old towns 
of France. Only two have been named. 
Multiply the two by 1,000 and the 
multiplicand will give you closo to the 
number of villages the destruction of 
which France mourns today, and which 
Americans may help to rebuild. 


Army Plans Depend on League, 
In the hot weather a bouse commit- 


tee has been holding hearings, on a bill 
tor the support of tho army as It ex- 
ists, and Indirectly getting Informa- 
tion which may be of service when tho 
time comes to reorganize tho regular 
army. 


How can men 
decide nn regular 


army reorganization when they do not 
know definitely wlial the fate of the 
covenant of tho League of Nations Is 
to be? 


It seems likely that If the league 


takes the field one day fully capari- 
soned, the larger part of the proposed 
American army may never get Into tho 
ranks. 
An accepted League of Na- 


tlous might have no effect on the 


Apiertcnn plans for universal military 
training, but It certainly would affect 
the size of thu standing army. 


The plan of the jjonuru) muff for 


army ^organisation which was sub- 
rnlltod nt tho last session Involved the 
recruiting of a regular army of a lit- 
tle more than half a million men. This 
plan, although It received up attention 
at the last session, forms m part tho 
basis of present discussion, and out ot 
It eventually vvlll.be brought the new 
organization scheme, whatever It may 
be, a 'scheme which If adopted may go 
by tho boaid as soon as tho League ot 
Nations becomes a reality. 


Over General Staff Plan. 


It would be untruthful to say that 


the majority of representatives and 
senators believes that 
even 
with a 


peace-amoiig-all-uatloiis 
pact 
tho 


strength of tlie regular army of tho 
United States should be diminished 
close to the vanishing point. The He- 
publicans, It Is snld, Intend to give tho 
country a standing aimy of diminished 
numbers. 
Whether or not they will 


sanction universal military training of 
course yet remains to bo determined. 


It Is iiKolosi, to try to hide the fact 


that there l.s a pretty row going on 
among the ranking olllcluls of the reg- 
ular army today. 
Tho general staff, 


ninny army olllcers hay, Is n rather 
close corporation. The charge Is that 
the staff's Intention Is, If It can secure 
congressional sanction for Its general 
plan, to make the general staff the all- 
in-all of army administration. 
The 


chiefs of army departments and bu- 
reaus as they exlbt today are untag- 
onhsflc, bitterly so, to many of the 
plans which the general stall!
